Applicants' explanations on page 9 of the reply filed on 1/14/2008 are 
persuasive. The objection under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Applicants' arguments on page 9 of the reply filed on 1/14/2008 about the 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph rejection claims 6-9, 11, 22 and 25-28 are 
persuasive. The rejection is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6-11,13 and 21-33 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 13, the closest prior art of Kobayashi (US Patent 
No. 5,985,045) fails to disclose or suggest a method of polishing a 
semiconductor wafer, comprising " a non-aqueous solvent on said semiconductor 
wafer during chemical mechanical polishing to rinse the wafer, wherein said non- 
aqueous solvent includes an amine, along with rest of the limitations" as defined 
in applicants' independent claim 13. 

With respect to claim 21 , the closest prior art of Kobayashi (US Patent 
No. 5,985,045) fails to disclose or suggest a method of polishing a 
semiconductor wafer that includes the steps (b) and (e) of: "disposing first and

second volume of the aqueous slurry solvent mixture containing an abrasive 
material on a single wafer" as defined in applicants' independent claim 21. 

With respect to claim 25, the closest prior art of Kobayashi (US Patent 
No. 5,985,045) fails to disclose or suggest a method of polishing a 
semiconductor wafer that includes the step (c) of: "facilitating the advancement of 
the non-aqueous liquid into contact with the semiconductor wafer by decreasing 
the force applied to said polishing pad" ad defined in applicants' independent 
claim 25.
